At the end of a long hypothet- 


ical question. Dr. Helpern said: 
"My opinion death was caused 


by an air embolism resulting from 
tho injection of 40 cca of air." 
That is the amount of air the 
state charges Dr. Sanders inject- 
ed into 'Mrs. Borroto's arm last 
Dec., 4 in a gesture of mercy to 
end the agony of her cancer. 


Dr. Helpern said: 
"The basis for my opinion is 
that 40 cubic centimeters of air 
represents a substantial quantity

if injected rapidly and would be 
carried into the heart and pul- 
monary artery." 


The prosecution medical expert 


testified that while the autopsy 
could not disclose presence of air 
It was 
"significant in that it 


didn't reveal any other cause of 
death, which would have necessa- 
rily caused as rapid a death at 
the time death 
occurred." 
After long cross-examination by 
defense 
counsel, Helpern 
com- 


pleted his testimony at the noon 
recess. Attorney General William 
L. Phlnney said he might call 
one more witness before resting 
the state's case this afternoon.

To a second hypothetical ques- 


tion he answered that in his opin- 
ion air killed her. He said, how- 
ever, that the autopsy was 'per- 
formed too. long after death to 
prove whether air was the cause. 


He gave the defense support for 


its . contention that Mrs. Borroto's 
last gasp could have been from an 
already dead body.

"If the people want state services

Lee believed there would be a 


"concerted effort to pass a tax bill" 
at the regular legislative session 
next year.

Resigning Liquor 
Agent Says Can't 
Investigate Boss 


DALLAS, March 
2—<fP)—F. 
O. 


Goen of Irving resigned Thursday 
as deputy supervisor of the under- 
cover agents' pool for North Te'xas 
of the Texas Liquor Control board, 
as the result of recent accusations 
hurled at .Leonard B. Brown of 
Dallas, board chairman, by a mem- 
ber of the legislature. 


Brown promptly denied the ac- 


cusations and declared he was at 
a loss to understand Goen's action, 


Goen's letter of resignation, ad- 


dressed to Coke Stephenson, 
Jr., 


administrator of the board, at Aus. 
tin, read in part as. follows: 


"Yesterday I learned that a 


member of the legislature 
had 


exposed to the public that Brown 
has a financial interest in a car- 
rier permit which was issued to 
the Best Motor *'reight 
.Lines, 


Inc., of Dallas. Brown is presi- 
dent of this corporation. 
• "The Texas Liquor Control act 
says that no person may be appoint- 
ed to the board who has any fian- 
cial interest in any permit or li- 
cense issued by the board. Natur- 
ally I would not feel free to invest- 
igate or report any law violations 
of this character if they began to 
violate the law. You just couldn't 
investigate your own boss." 


Concerning the liquor shipment 


permit, Brown said: 


"Our company, the Best Motor 


Freight Lines, is a common carrier. 
We are required to handle what 
freight is tendered to us. We have 
a permit only to haul whiskey. I 
have no. interest in buying and 
selling whiskey, never have had 
such a permit and never will have." 


Brown added that .before . hc 


accepted the liquor board ap- 
pointment his attorneys checked 
carefully to determine 
whether 


the fact that his firm hell»per- 
mit to haul liquor would cause 
his appointment to be In viola- 
tion of the law. The attorneys 
held that it would not, he said. 
When the issue came up in the 


legislature, Rep. Douglas Bergman 
of Dallas obtained a ruling from 
the attorney general that Brown 
was not violating the law in any 
manner, he said. 


As to Goen's 
statement 
that 


"you just couldn't investigate your 
own boss," Brown said: 


'I'll deny that charge. Ce can 


investigate anyone he likes, any- 
where, anytime, in my business or 
in anyone else's business. I claim 
no immunity." 


Goen has been an employe of 


the liquor control board for 15 
years, he said in his letter of res- 
ignation. The veteran agent also 
indicated that a difference with 
Bohn Hilliard, 'chief 
investigator 


for the board, was involved in his 
decision to quit. 
Truman Praises 
U. S. Defenses; 
Cites Economy 


WASHINGTON, March 
2—UP)— 
President Truman said today Uni- 
ted States defenses are in the best 
shape they have ever been in peace 
time. 


Mr. Truman told a news confer- 


ence he is aware of criticism In 
some quarters that the defense de- 
partment's economy 
moves 
had 


weakened the nation's defense. 
That's not the truth, the Presi- 


dent said. He added he didn't think 
there was a word of truth in it. 
As a matter of fact, he went on, 


the country is in the best situation 
as to defenses that it has ever been 
in a period when it was not at war. 


Defense economy moves 
have 


come under fire from columnists 
and others, including some mem- 
bers of congress-and some military 
officers who feel their own branch 
of service is being cut too much. 


In a report to congress, today, 
Secretary of Defense Johnson said 
the services have saved $501,000,- 
000 of the $13,900,000,000 originally 
set aside for this vear's spending. 


He expressed confidence that the 
annual rate of'saving would reach 
$1,000,000,000 by next Aug. 10, the 
first anniversary date of the unifi- 
cation, act. 


PLANS SET UP 
TO UNIFY ALL 
U. S. POLICIES 


Coordinator Would 
Direct Work Of 
Various Groups 


WASHINGTON, March 2—UP)— 


A plan designed to provide greater 
unity for the govrenment's foreign 
and domestic 
economic 
policies 
was reported today to be 
under 


consideration at the White House. 


The proposal, on which President 


Truman 
will have the final deci- 
sion, was initiated in the state de- 
partment. This was In line with a 
belief of Secretary Acheson the Uni- 
ted States must prepare to fight 
the cold war in a more complete 
manner than heretofore. 


It .Is understood the 
proposal 


provides for an Interdepartmental 
committee, composed of repres- 
entatives 
of such agencies 
as 
state, treasury, commerce, 
and 
agriculture, 
which would func 
tion under White House direc- 
tion. Provision Is also made for 
a White House coordinator 
to 
direct the work of the commit- 
tee. 
Acheson arid some other 
high 
government officials have argued 
a realignment of American domes- 
tic economic policies In some 
de- 


gree Is necessary to make this na- 
tion's foreign economic policies ful- 
ly effective. 


For example, he favors tariff re- 
ductions and other measures which 
would open up American markets 
to greater sales of foreign goods. 
The idea Is to promote prosperity 
and economic stability 
in 
other 
areas, especially western Europe. 


Some state department officials 
also say that the United 
States 


should consider the effect of 
Its 


domestic agricultural nrograms on 
the world generally. They partic- 
ularly want a study of whether a 
foreign use may be found for this 
nation's1' agricultural, surpluses thai 
would help the 
anti-Communist 


world. 


Perhaps the greatest problem In- 
volved lies In the field of Euro- 
pean recovery. 
Acheson, ECA 
Administrator 
Paul 
Hoffman 


and other top officials have al- 
ready begun to work on the prob- 
lem of what to do after the Euro- 
pean recovery program ends In 
1952. 
Others considered hardly less ur- 


gent include:

nations are creditors to Britain for 
many millions of pounds sterling. 
Payments on these war debts are a 
drain against Britain's 
post-war 


economy.

3. Non-European aid—with the

ment. 
At the same time, Mr. Truman 


told his news conference that the 
question of turning over loyalty 
files on government employes to 
the investigators ig one that he 
will pass on when he gets to it. 
The senate 
foreign 
relations 


committee has set up a special in- 
vestigating group headed by Sen- 
ator Tydings (D-Md) to look into 
the charges by Senator'McCarthy 
(R-Wis) that there are Commun- 
ists in the department. 


With a touch of sarcasm, Mr. 
Truman said that if people want- 
ing to rid the government of dis- 
loyal persons, are earnest and 
have the welfare of the country 
at heart, the proper person to 
bring the complaints to is the 
president of the United States. 


Then, the- president went on to 
say that he and the executive 
branch of the government have 
done everything that 
has been 
done to date to rid the govern- 
ment of subversies. 
He said he had appointed a loy- 
alty board and set up a screening 
procedure 
for 
federal employes 


and that the prosecution of those 
suspected of disloyalty had been 
carried on by the president and 
the executive department.

Judge Announces 
Surprise Ruling

Workers today were found innocent of contempt of court 
in the 25-day soft coal strike. 


Federal Judge Richmond B. Keech, who heard the 


case without a jury, announced a verdict of "not guilty" 
on both the civil and criminal contempt charges. 


The judge said that he had considered the govern- 


ment's petition and "found on the record" that the charges 
of contempt of his Feb. 11 back to work order were not 
supported. 
- 


The union had contended that it was in no way re- 


sponsible for the refusal of the miners to work. Its defense 
was that the 372,000 coal diggers had each quit work 
by individual decision, not by direction of the union, and 
that officers of the union had done all they could to end 
the strike.

His news conference comment 
came when he was told that there 
was a report around Washington 
that the government was prepar- 
ed to seize the mines unless the 
union and management reached 
an agreement. 
The president said the matter 
was still in the hands of tha 
courts and that he had nothing 
to say about his plans.

the president's powers. 
(A story published by the Even- 
Ing Star said the coal sezure plan 
waa drafted with a view to put- 
ting it into action if other meas- 
ures fail to end the strike of 
372,000 coal miners by early next 
week".) 
Mr. Truman said that he would 


follow the law to the letter In an 
effort to break the coal strike. 
He did not elaborate on that. 
However, there is a provision In 
the Taft-Hartley law for a re- 
port to congress when emergency 
procedures under the law fail to

COinNtTED PROM FIRST PAGE 
appeal the decision, he replied: 
"We think it can be appealed on 


the civil side." But he would not 
say whether the government plan- 
ned such an appeal. 
Welly K. Hopkins, union chief 


counsel, commented:

"A fair and equitable decision. 
Judge Keech said in his decis- 


ion that: 
"It may be that the mass strike 


of union members has been order- 
ed, encouraged, recommended, in- 
structed, induced, or in some wise 
permitted by means not appearing 
in the record: But this court may 
not convict or conjecture, being 
bound to act only on 'the evidence 
before it, which is insufficient to 
support a finding of either crim- 
inal or civil contempt" 
Judge Keech's written 
opinion 


said there was no clear evidence 
that the union had failed to obey 
his strike end order. 
The judge said that this case 


was different from the 1948 con- 
tempt conviction of the UMW. 
He pointed out that the union in 
1948 made no attempt to restore 
coal production as ordered by a 
court grant. 
In the current strike, Keech said 


there was this different situation: 


"Following the court's order in 


the instant case, various telegroms, 
letters and other communications 
were sent by the union to its dis- 
trict and local branches and mem- 
bers, instructing the miners to re- 
turn forthwith to work. 
"This court does not hold that 


any telegrams or combination of 
telegrams or letters would consti- 
tute a good faith compliance with 
an order directing action on the 
part of the union. 
"It does hold that, where the 


union has sent 
communications 


such as are included in this rec- 
ord, 
the apparent good faith of 


such communications must be con- 
troverted not by mere suspicion 
based on failure to obtain results, 
but by clear and convincing evi- 
dence, if they are to be ruled by a. 
court of law to constitute only a 
token compliance. 


"It was testified on behalf of 


the union that no union funds 
have been used to aid striking 
miners since issuance 
of 
the 


temporary 
restraining 
order. 


There was no attempt to disprove 
thin testimony." 
Thus Judge Keech 
ruled 
that 


while he was not saying that the 
union had tried to comply with his 
strike end order in "good faith," 
the court had no evidence that the 
union has disobeyed the order. 
John L. Lewis, UMW president, 


twice sent back-to-work orders to 
the miners after Keech's Feb. 11 
stop strike order was issued. 


In effect, Keech said the weak- 


ness of the government's case was 
that it made no showing.that Lew- 
is was not in earnest when he sent 
these Instructions to 
his 
union 
members. 


At the capitol, meantime, Rep. 


Cox (D-Ga) told the House the coal 
stoppage has developed to the point 
of "Insurrection against the govern- 
ment and cannot be longer toler- 
ated." 


"I'd put It down If it called for 


the use of soldiers to do it," he 
said. 


Mr. Truman's news conference 
was held some two hours before 
Keech announced his decision. 
The President 
declined 
to be 


drawn out at length on the coal 
situation, giving as one reason the 
fact the court case was pending.

him that before the alleged air in- 
jection he was dosing the patient 
with drugs at half-hour intervals. 


"The only other thing I recall," 


said King, "was that Dr. Sander 
said that before the injection of 
air the patient was very still, 
her eyes open and staring; and 
that after the injection of air 
her eyes remained open." 
Dr. King said that Sander told 


him "there was no other reaction." 


Attorney 
General 
William L. 


Phinney asked Dr. King: 
"How did he happen to mention 


the case?" 
"Probably just as an Interesting 


case such as doctors talk about," 
King replied. 
The attorney general then called 


Dr. Milton Helpern, deputy med- 
ical examiner of New York City. 


Dr. Helpern said he performs ap- 


proximately 500 autopsies a 
year 


and has performed about 10,000 
during his medical career. 


Dr. Helpern described three kinds 


of embolisms: 


When a blood clot is formed and 


is carried to the circulatory sys- 
tem through pulmonary artery—- 
this is called pulmonary embolism. 


The second one he said occurs 


after an injury when the tissue Is 
crushed and oil droplets ara form- 
ed, pass through the body, and 
reach the lung, brain or heart. 


The third type, he said, is an air 


embolism when air finds its way 
into the veins and is carried by 
the circulatory 
system 
lo the 


heart. 
Dr. Helpern figured in the trial

the almost unbelievable record in 
this case of the ability of a human 
being to stay alive.

They were kidneys, thyroid gland, 
adrenal glands, abdominal walls 
and lymph glands, which are pump- 
ing stations for the watery white 
fluid that flows slowly in tissues. 


And blood clots had checked the 


flow of blood in the lower half of 
her body.

Hero Hakes 
Good As Diver 


(AP Newsfeatures) 
JACKSONVILLE, 
Fla. — One 
might think things have been rath- 
er rough for Ex-Marine Fighter Pi- 
lot Sam Logan ever since that fan- 
tastic June Day seven years ago 
when a Jap Zero deliberately cut 
off one of his feet as he was para- 
chuting down. 
At that time, the Marines rated 
him as one of the real heroes of 
World War II. But the glory didn't 
amount to much when the big show 
was over. 


Logan went broke trying to run 
a-charter air service in Los Ange- 
les after the war. 


Today, he figures he has solved 


forevermore the dilemma of maim- 
ed war veterans whose lives — to 
them — seem hopeless. Simply, his 
philosophy is: 
"Don't. let anyone tell you you 
can't do something just 
because 
you're nicked a liljtle. 
Keep 
on 
practicing. Quit coddling yourself, 
afffl you'll be better than the aver- 
age guy." 


Logan, a native of Paola, Kan., 


Is a well-built, good looking man 
of 29 who has taken up deep 
sea 
diving and Is making a go of it. 
He worjts for his two brothers who 
operate a diving and salvage busi- 
ness here. Every few days he dons 
a heavy brass helmet and plummets 
to the depths of the St. John Riv- 
er and the Atlantic Ocean, wearing 
a plastic waterproof leg he made 
himself. He's believed to be 
the 
only one-legged diver anywhere. 
Logan today displays the same 
doggedness that has carried him 
through one of the most remark- 
able episodes of the war. 
' Flying^ a Vought Corsair, 
Lt. 
Logan was dog-fighting at 
20,000 
feet, when enemy bullets shredded 
his plane's tail assembly. 
Logan 
kicked himself out of the 
craft 
and began to float down. A Zero 
raced at him. He felt a stab of 
pain. The Zero's propelhr had cut 
his right foot off. 


He was picked up and spent five 
months in a hospital. ' 


He came to Florida and took up 
diving. He married a girl he met 
on a blind date—Mrs. 
Jacquelyn 
Tate of Greensboro, N. C,, whose 
first husband, Marine Lt. Donald 
Tate, was killed in the same area 
where the Jap got Logan.

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AN ANCIENT RELIGION GOES 
ITS ISSUES STILL REMAIN 


i 


Religion of Ancient Ephesus Now Non- 
Existent—Its Adherents Believed It Would 
Continue Forever—Archaeology Lays Bare 
the Mistaken Notions of Past Ages—The 
Christian Way Still Persists 


By wn-MAM T. ELLIS 
and EARL L. DOUGLASS. 


Every traveler who has the op- 
portunity to do so should visit old 
Ephesus which is easily access- 
ible from the port of Smyrna in 
Turkey. 
Its ruins are' magnifi- 
cent and its significance is many- 
sided. Here is not only well pre- 
served the theatre whore the .mob 
tried to lynch Paul, but also the 
great Double Church, in which 
the early Church Councils were 
held. 
Archaeology has laid bare the 
architectural beautaies of the Ro- 
man world. The great harbor of 
Ephesus has been silted up, and 
it now looks, when viewed from 
a height, like a great green fry- 
ing pan.Past GlorlCH Gone. 
In vain, nowever, will the tour- 


ist look for any trace of the tem- 
ple and statue of Diana, consid- 
ered in the ancient world one of 
the seven wonders of the world 
and worshipped by all the prov- 
inces of what was then 
called 
Asia (now called Asia Minor). In 
Paul's day the local belief was 
that Diana's temple and statue 
were assured a permanent . place 
of pre-eminence in the world. In 
our time it needs the help of an 
expert to point out even the un- 
marked site of the shrine. 
Yet 
the Apostle Paul's teachings are 
anew 
shaping 
the 
thinking of 


mankind. All of which makes us 
wonder whether or not many of 
our present-day assumptions may 
be as far off the beam as were 
certain confident assumptions peo- 
ple cherished in Paul's day, and 
which many have continued to 
cherish through the centuries. 
Diana was a sensual successor 


of the ancient'mother goddess of 
'Asia, Niobe, or earlier, 
Cybele. 
The traveler who would go be- 


' yond the beaten paths may see 
the famous figure of the weeping 
Niobe carved . on the rocky face 
of Mt Sypilus. 
Battered by time 
and vandalism, Ntobe still shows 
the features of a weeping woman. 
One seeks in vain, in and obout 
Ephesus, 
for any fragment 
or 
trace of Diana and 
her 
once- 
•abundant -images such as Demet- 
rius 
and 
his 
fellow 
craftsmen 


manufactured. 
' 
Paul Confronted Trouble. 


• Bat 
in her day, 
many-breasted 
Diana dominated Ephesus and the 
adjacent world. 
When Paul, the 


lonely, insignificent Jew, entered 
Ephesus with the new faith, he 
was up against vested religious, 
social, political, and 
commercial 
terests. Do we often enough con- 
sider the audacity of the mission- 
ary as he confronts 
entrenched 


and age-old heathendom with" a 
simple Story? 


There were Jewish synagogues in 
Ephesus, and in them, as usual, 
Paul made his first approach to 
his own people. But three months 
of Pauline teaching aroused such 
opposition' that 
he was'' driven' 


out. 


Then/.Paul hired .a.: hall, the 
'school of Tyrannus. For two years 
he preached in this early form of 
a gospel tabernacle. 
He got the 
crowds and became the sentation 
of the city. But since every true 
religious revival is bad for 
bad 
businesses, Paul soon found him- 
self in plenty of trouble. Finally, 
the trade unions and manufactur- 
ers' 
organizations 
joined forces 
and made things so hot for Paul 
that he had to leave the city. 
Cartels and pressure groups may 
appear to be strictly modern, but 
they are as ancient as recorded 
history and always sinister in de- 
sign and unscrupolous in method. 
A Simple Telling' Massage. 
What was the mpssage which 
Paul preached and over which a 
Whole city seemed to have risen. In

angry protest? Amazingly enough 
It was a very simple message. 
Paul 
preached 
against 
certain 


evils—as we know from his later 
Epistle to the Ephsesians— and 
these were lying, anger, yielding 
to temptation, stealing, 
profane 
and obscene speech, spiritual hard- 
ness, railing, and malice. 
Like- 
wise, he commended certain vir- 
tues to his hearers—truth telling, 
self-control, honesty, clean speech, 
open-heartedness, kindness, and a 
forgiving spirit. 
Was there anything revolution- 
ary about these simple teachings? 
Yes; there vras. there is today, 
there always will be. Because re- 
ligion pure and undefiled is dyn- 
amite, and true religion, further- 
more, is simple and easy to un- 
derstand. 
For the people of Eph- 


• esus, 
religion 
was 
magic; 
for 
Paul, It was a way of life which 
grew out of religious faith. 
Re- 


ligion had become a racket in 
Ephesus, and a very 
profitable 
one. 
Paul challenged the whole 
sordid' system, 
hence the anger 


of the miserable beneficiaries of 
this mistaken ecclesiastaical sys- 
. tern. 
Some Modern Mistakes. 


•Religion is a very simple mat- 
ter after all, and we err grievious- 
ly when we allow ourselves 
to 
think otherwise. 
Its demands are 
the common virtues of everyday 
living, the validity of which prac- 
tically everyone admits. 
To many moderns, religion 
is 
an intellectual system which has 
to be put together like a picture 
puzzle until all the parts fit. But 
•for Paul it was a life of faith, 
lived daily in wholesomeness, en- 
thusiasm, joy, and. always with 
the needs of others in view. 
Let us not try to complicate it. 
Christianity according to the New 
Testament is not a system of be- 
lief 
or 
an organization, . but a 


way of life in which to walk. And 
the simple admonition continues 
to be, "Here is the Way; walk ye 
in it."

Bush Proposed As 
National Science 
Foundation Chief 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—UP)— 
Rep. Priest (D-Tenn) said today 
he will urge President Truman to 
Kame Dr. Vannevar Bush as head 
of a new National Science Founda- 
tion now approved by both the 
Senate and House. 
Bush was at the forefront of 
America's 
wartime scientific i re- 
rearch effort. As cMef of the 'pro- 
posed foundation he would be car- 
rying out the same duty in peace- 
time. 
His wartime record weighed hea- 
vily with security-conscious House 
members. Before passing the foun- 
dation bill yesterday they tied to 
It some of the most stringent secur- 
ity and loyalty checks yet to be 
required of any federal agency. 
Following house passage, the bill 
went to the Senate preparatory to 


ironing out what its supporters 
consider minor differences between 
versions passed by the two cham- 
bers. 
* 
As approved by the House, the 
present bill would create a foun- 
dation charged with spurring re- 
search in the basic sciences, and 
subsidizing—through a scholarship 
program—the training of promis- 
ing j'oung scientists to strengthen 
America's position in the race for 
world scientific supremacy. 
The foundation would be pre- 
vented from engaging in atomic 
research, now restricted to the 
Atomic fcnergy Commission. 
But otherwise 
it 
would deal 
across a broad field of basic re- 
search in mathematics, physics, bi- 
ology, medicine, engineering and 
other sciences. 
To guard against American scien- 


tific secrets leaking to other sour- 
ces, the House wrote into the bill 
stringent requirements for: 
(1) Anti-Communist affidavits by 
scholarship candidates, and (2) far- 
reaching FBI loyalty and security 
checks for employes and scholar- 
ship candidates as well as foreign 
scientists who might become asso-

U. S. Propaganda Needs Less "Jazz 
Britisher Tells Knife and Fork Club; 
Discusses Reds, War And Economics

No definite message was 
given 


members of the Corsicana 
Knife 
and Fork club by Capt. H. Cotton- 
Minchin. British Cons -1 at Kansas 
City, but he left the group with his 
Impressions of America and Great 
Britain. 
In his rambling discourse the 


British official 
talked 
his 
way 
around the world and 
concluded 
that 
people 
In other 
countries 


would have a much better under- 
standing of the American people 
if Hollywood and the Voice of Am- 
erica did better jobs. 
He said the Voice of America ra- 


dio program needed more 
heart 
and less jazz, and that Hollywood's 
films should be of a nature which 
really tells of American life. 


He spoke at the Corsicana Coun- 


try Club, Monday nleht. 
Capt. Cotton-Minchin said some 
folks in the United States don't 
have the faith and belief In Great 
Britain that he had, but that Is 
was understandable. 
Speaking of the relationship of 
the two countries the Captain said: 


"The United States was spared 
being on the receiving end of the 
last war' I believe.it will be the last 
time you are so spared." 
"Because," you were so spared, 


he continued, "it's difficult for you 
to appreciate what the war meant." 
He enlarged on England's 
war 


. suffering by saying that some civi- 
lians faced greater dangers 
than 
many troops in the fields. 
Capt. Cotton-Minchin said it was 


difficult for the average American 
to understand why England 
and 
other war-torn countries are in their 
present fix. He 
said 
conditions 
exist because of the war and 
the 
threat of Communism. 
He added that both Communist 
members of Parliament were de- 
feated in the recent election and 
that Communism never was a great 
threat in Great Britain. 
He explained Great 
Britain's 
recognition of Communist China 
as a necessary action. He said 
the 
United States 
recognized 
Vichy France during World War 
II and that Vichy was a "most 
vicious form of government." 
He said the United States was 
able to plan its invasions of Africa 


, and France by making this con- 
tact and that it's members in Vichy 
France kept Great Britain Inform- 
ed of Vichy's actions. 


"Now that we have recognized 
Communist China, we will be able 
to keep a finger on what's going 
on there and will be able to repay 
the service the United States gave 
England in the war," he added. 


Capt. Cotton-Minchin said 
he 
thought the United 
States was 


Kolng to recognize Communist Chi- 
na but that actions against state 
officials stopped the plan. He was 
referring to the capture of Angus 
Ward and others. 


He also said he thought it only a 
matter of time before the US rec- 
ognized the 
Communist govern- 
ment in China. 


Talking about the actions of the 
Communists, the British 
official 
said thd Reds think nothing of the 
deeds they perform. 


"They consider them necessary 
and will continue to act as they do 
until they gain their ends," he said. 
, Capt. Cotton-Minchin said peo- 
ple are too worried about the hap- 
penings in China. "It's too bad," he 


said, "that people don't realize the 
victories of democracy." 
He explained this remark by say 


ing the dominions of England were 
still in the western order. 
"This should he considered even 
a greater victory than Russia's 
success In China," he added. 
He also said he believed Eng- 


land's recognition of China was a 
good move because the Commun- 
ists didn't expect the action. 


"You 
can't keep in touch with 


China by slamming the 
door in 


their faces," he stated. 


"Great 
Britain has done 
the 
right thing and democracy 
wil 


benefit because Russia has lost a 
trick," he added. 
Regarding Anglo-American rela- 


tions, Capt. Cotton-Minchin said 
there was no hatred between ' the 
countries at the time of the revo- 
lution. 
' 
"The leaders," he said, "were to 
big for hatred. The 
hatred 
and 


poison came after the revolution 
when other peoples of Europe came 
to America to cash'in." 
He said there were some who be- 


lieved the two countries should al- 
ways go together. He implied the 
Panama Canal was built so the 
English fleet could be "on 
your 
side." 
The Britisher said he thought 


the course of history would have 
been different at the time .of the 
Monroe Doctrine if the advice of 
leaders had been taken then. 
He said one plan at that time 


was for England and the United 
States to band together as a warn- 
ing to any aggressor nation. 
"Many want a closer relation be- 
tween the two 
countries," he 


charged. "But this Is beyond the 
thinking of the majority at the 
moment. Great Britain Is Indeed 
more ready for this co-operation 
than the United States. 
"Until we have such an 
agree- 


ment, no democratic government 
can go far." 


He was critical of travelers re- 
ports of England. He 
said 
the 


travelers, who are in England and 
France, for pleasure, not for busi- 
ness, report that England has not 
progressed as much since the war 
as Holland, France and Belgium. 
"That's not true," he asserted. 
'England is earning more, has less 
unemployment, under 200,000, and 
the cost of living is lower." 
He continued and 
said 
Great 
Britain was harder hit economical- 
ly than the other countries 
but 
still is farther ahead at the pres- 
ent time. 


Regarding slow co-operation be- 


tween the countries of Europe, he 
said: 


"The European 
countries 
are 


much 
older than America and it 
takes time to break down the bar- 
riers and customs of these age- 
old lands. And also, all are suffer- 
ing from the devastation of war." 
He said the United States became 


the number one world power with- 
out wanting the honor and that 
now it was up to the United States 
to help all the other countries. 


"It's a tiresome and monoton- 
ous program," he said, "and the 
distance between the countries 
means you must help with mon- 
ey." 


He praised the sending of Indivi- 
dual 
food and clothing boxes to 


war-stricken areas and stated he 
wished this were a universally ac- 
cepted program.

If You are Interested in Increasing 
Production Yield of Your Soil- 


Kead the article written by DR. W. B. ANDREWS, Mississippi 
Agricultural Experiment Station, published in the March, 1950 


issue of The Progressive Farmer. 


AFTER three yeats research work, the Mississippi Agricul- 


tural Experiment Station released information on'the value of 
anhydrous ammonia for crop production and on machinery for 
its application to the soil, March 7, 1947. 


A considerable amount of anhydrous ammonia has 
been 


used in'Mississippi, Arkansas, and Louisiana, and its use has 
moved into Alabama, Georgia, Missouri, Tennessee, and Texas. 
The 27,433 tons of anhydrous ammonia used in Mississippi are 
capable of producing nearly 20 million bushels of corn, or 500,- 
000 bales of cotton. That gives some idea of the 
job 
which 


anhydrous ammonia has done for the farmers of Mississippi. 


Anhydrous ammonia is made from air. steam, and natural 


gas. It contains 82 percent nitrogen. It may be used to make 
solid sources of nitrogen, or it may be used directly. If used di- 
rectly, cost of manufacturing solid sources is eliminated. It Is 
trarnsported in 26-ton tank cars, stored in bulk plants at the 
railroad station or on the farm. It is usually transported 
from 


bulk plants to the field in 1,000-gallon trailer tanks which con- 
tain nitrogen equal to 12 tons nitrate of soda. It is usually ap- 
plied to the land in 110- gallon tractor tanks which hold nitro- 
gen equal'to 2,500 pounds nitrate of soda. 


Anhydrous ammonia is transferred from tank to tank by 


compressors and pumps, and by its own pressure. It is made, 
transported, stored, and applied without being picked up 
or 


touched by a man. 


When gaseous anhydrous ammonia is applied to the soil. It 


combines with clay and organic matter to make ammonia clay 
an- ammonium organic matter. Ammonium clay and organic 
matter are solids, just like ammonium sulphate. 


So long as nitrogen is in the ammonium form, it does not 


leach out of the soil. In fertile soil in spring, ammonia 
is 


changed to nitrate nitrogen in four to six 
weeks. 
Nitrogen 


leaches only in the nitrate form. 


Young plantj prefer ammonium nitrogen, and they grow off 


more rapidly when supplied nitrogen in this form. Older plants 
prefer nitrate nitrogen; however, in our 
experiments, 
anhy- 


drous ammonia has been equal to ammonium nitrate for side- 
dressing. 


A large number of experiments have been conducted with 


t corn, cotton, and oats comparing anhydrous ammonia to am- 
'monium nitrate. When 32 pounds nitrogen were applied 4 inches 


deep to cotton before planting, anhydrous ammonia increased 
yield 354 pounds of seed cotton as compared to 277 for ammom- 
ium nitrate. The superiority of anhydrous ammonia Is no doubt 
due to less leaching of nitrogen. Both sources increased the 
yield 300 pounds of seed cotton when used as a sidedressing. 
Anhydrous ammonia made an additional 38 pounds of seed cotton 
when applied 6 inches deep. When applied to corn, the increase 
was 16.2 bushels for anhydrous ammonia and 14.3 bushels for 
ammonium nitrate. 


When solid sources of nitrogen are used as a sidedressing, 


they may be applied on the surface while crops are young be- 
cause there is usually sufficient rain to carry them into the 
soil. When they are applied later and dry weather follows, fer- 
tilizers applied on the surface may have little value. Under these 
conditions, anhydrous ammonia applied 5 inches deep has been 
much superior to ammonium nitrate applied on the surface.
